In  1622.  Mason  and  Gorges  jointly  had  a  grant  of  the  land  from 
Merrimack  river  to  the  Kennebec  river,  and  in  1623,  the  tirst  settle- 
ments were  commenced  at  Portsmouth  and  at  Dover.  In  1629  the 
grant  was  divided,  and  a  separate  grant  was  made  to  Mason  of  that 
part  west  of  the  Fiscataqua  river,  called  New-Hampshire,  and  to 
Gorges  of  the  part  east  of  the  Fiscataqua,  called  Maine.  In  1641  Mas- ' 
sachusetts  extended  her  jurisdiction  over  New-Hampshire  and  main- 

|  tained  her  authority  there  till  1679.  when  the  case  being  brought  be- 
fore the  highest  Court  of  Appeal  in  England  on  Provincial  matters,  it 
was  decided  that  the  claim  of  Massachusetts  was  illegal,  and  New- 

j  Hampshire  was  constituted  a  separate  province.  In  1686,  the  char- 
ter  of  Massachusetts  having  been  annulled,  New-Hampshire,  Maine, 
Massachusetts  and  Narragansett  were  united  in  one  Koyal  Province, 
under  President  Dudley,  and  afterward  under  Governor  Andros. 
In  1689,  upon  news  of  the  revolution  in  England,  the  Government 
of  Andros  was  overturned,  and  Massachusetts  assumed  her  old 
charter.  Some  of  the  people  of  New-Hampshire  petitioned  Massa- 
chusetts to  be  received  under  her  government  and  protection  till 
orders  should  come  from  England,  to  which  Massachusetts  assented, 
and  exercised  a  merely  nominal  authority  there.  In  1692,  the 
province  of  New-Hampshire  was  re-established,  and  ever  after  re- 
mained a  separate  province.  In  some  cases  the  same  person  was 
Governor  of  New-Hampshire  and  Massachusetts,  but  the  govern- 
ments were  not  connected.  The  legislatures,  laws,  courts  and  offi- 
cers,  civil  and  military,  were  entirely  distinct.  The  line  between 
the  provinces  remained  in  dispute  till  1741,  when  it  was  finally 
settled,  as  it  now  remains.

General  Court.  Members  of  both  houses  are  chosen  annually. 
Senators,  12  in  number,  must  be  SO  years  old,  inhabitants  of  their 
districts,  and  have  been  inhabitant's  of  the  State  for  seven  years. 
Senatorial  districts  are  set  off  according  to  the  portion  of  direct 
taxes  paid  by  the  said  districts.  In  case  of  non-election  in  any 
senatorial  district,  the  General  Court  chooses  one  of  the  two  per- 
sons having  the  highest  number  of  votes.  Representatives  must 
be  inhabitants  of  their  district,  and  have  been,  for  two  years  next 
preceding  election,  inhabitants  of  the  State.  Every  town,  &c, 
having  150  ratable  male  polls  21  years  old,  may' choose  one 
representative;  and  every  300  such  polls  additional  shall  entitle 
the  town  to  another  representative. 

The  Judiciary  consists  of  Supreme  Court,  Courts  Probate,  and 
Justices  Peace.  All  judges  are  nominated  and  appointed  by  the 
Governor  and  Council.  Term  of  office  expires  at  age  of  70. 
Justices  of  Peace  are  appointed  for  five  years,  and  have  jurisdiction 
in  cases  below  $13.33.    Clerks  of  courts  are  appointed  by  courts.

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i  The  Governor  is  chosen  annually,  by  a  majority  of  votes;  or, in 
case  of  no  choice  by  the  people,  the  General  Court,  in  joint  bal- 
'.  lot,  elects  one  of  the  two  persons  having  the  highest  number  of 
'  votes.  The  qualifications  for  Governor  are  the  same  as  for  Sena- 
tors. In  case  of  the  death  or  disability  of  the  Governor,  the 
i  office  is  filled  by  the  President  of  the  Senate.  The  Council 
consists  of  five  Councillors,  elected  annually,  for  advising  the 
■  Governor  in  the  executive  part  of  government.  The  qualifica- 
tions for  Councilors  are  the  same  as  for  Senators,  and  vacancies 
are  filled  as  in  the  Senate.  The  Governor  convenes  the  Council, 
and  their  resolutions  and  advice  are  recorded  in  a  register,  and 
,  signed  by  those  agreeing  thereto.  The  Governor  and  Council 
\  nominate  and  appoint  all  judicial  officers,  the  attorney-general, 
!  and  solicitors,  sheriff's,  coroners,  registers  of  probate,  and  general 
field  officers  of  militia.  The  Governor  and  Council  have  a  negative 
on  each  other,  both  in  the  nominations  and  appointments.  The 
administrative  officers  of  the  State  are:  Secretary,  Treasurer, 
and  Commissary-General,  who  are  chosen  by  joint  ballot  of  the 
General  Court.  County  treasurers,  registers  of  deeds  and  com- 
j  missioners,  are  elected  by  thevotersintheseveral  counties. 


Rights  and  Qualification*  of  Voters  in  Xew-IIamp- 
shii-e. 

The  General  Statutes,  chap.  27,  provide,  that  (Sec.  1)  Every 
male  inhabitant  of  a  town,  in  which  he  dwells  and  has  his  home, 
being  a  native  or  naturalized  citizen  of  the  United  States,  twenty- 
one  years  of  age  and  upward  (excepting  paupers  and  persons  ex- 
cused from  paying  taxes  at  their  own  request),  shall  have  a  right 
to  vote  at  any  meeting. 

Secs.  2,  3  and  4,  provide  —  No  person  a  pauper,  unless  he  (or 
his  family)  has  been  assisted  by  the  town  within  ninety  days  prior 
to  the  meeting  at  which  he  claims  a  right  to  vote;  and  no  person 
(otherwise  a  legal  voter)  to  be  deprived  of  a  right  to  vote  because 
excused  from  paying  taxes  at  his  own  request,  if  he  tender  to 
some  proper  person  payment  for  all  taxes  assessed  against  him 
during  the  year,  or  expenses  incurred  in  assisting  him  within 
ninety  days, "by  the  town,  before  offering  his  vote. 

Sec.  6.  No  person  a  rightful  voter  unless  he  shall  have  resided 
within  such  town  six  months  prior  to  day  of  meeting. 

Sec.  7.  A  residence  acquired  in  any  town  shall  not  be  lost  by  a 
temporary  absence  therefrom  with  intention  of  returning  thereto 
as  home. 

Sec.  8.  A  person  voting  in  any  town  shall  be  deemed  to  have 
elected  such  town  as  his  legal  residence  for  the  purpose  of  voting, 
and  shall  be  disqualified  from  voting  in  any  other  town,  until  a 
new  residence  is  gained  as  hereinbefore  provided.

Massachusetts :  A  residence  of  one  year  in  the  State,  and  county 
j  six  months,  and  payment  of  a  State  or  county  tax,  gives  the  right 
to  vote  to  male  citizens  of  21  years  and  upward,  except  paupers, 
and  persons  under  guardianship. 

Michigan  :  A  residence  in  the  State  of  six  months  preceding  the 
election  entitles  white  male  citizens,  civilized  Indians  not  a  mem- 
ber of  any  tribe,  and  foreigners  who  have  declared  their  intentions. 

Minnesota:  The  right  to  vote  is  extended  to  male  persons  of  21 
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years  of  age,  of  the  following  classes,  if  they  have  resided  in  tne 
United  States  one  year,  the  State  four  months,  and  the  election 
district  ten  days.  White  citizens  of  the  United  States,  and  those

UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA. 

Historical  Facts  connected  with  the  formation  of  the  original] 
Union,  and  the  admission  of  new  States. 
On  Monday,  September  5,  1774,  a  number  of  men  were  assem- 
bled at  Carpenter's  Hall,  Philadelphia,  who  had  been  chosen  by 
the  several  Colonies,  in  what  now  constitutes  the  United  States, 
to  hold  a  Congress  for  the  purpose  of  discussing  certain  grievances 
imputed  to  the  mother  country.  This  Congress  resolved  that 
each  colony  should  have  one  vote  only.  On  Tuesday,  July  2, 
177*5.  the  Congress  resolved  "That  these  United  Colonies  are,  and 
of  right  ought  to  be,  Free  and  Independent  States,"  etc. ;  and  on 
Thursday,  July  4,  the  whole  Declaration  of  Independence  having 
been  agreed  upon,  was  publicly  read  to  the  people.  On  Septem- 
ber 9  it  was  resolved  that  the" words  "United  Colonies"  should 
no  longer  be  used,  and  that  "  United  States"  should  thencefor- 
ward be  the  style  and  title  of  the  Union.  On  Saturday.  Novem- 
ber 15,  1777,  "Articles  of  Confederation  and  Perpetual  Union  of 
the  United  States  of  America"  were  agreed  to  by  the  State  Dele- 
gates, subject  to  the  ratification  of  the  several  State  Legislatures. 
Eight  of  the  States  ratified  these  articles  July  9, 1778;  one  July 
21;  one  July  24;  one  November  26;  one  February  22,1779;  and 
the  last  one"  March  1,  1781.

The  seat  of  government  was  established,  first  at  Philadelphia, 
Penu.,  commencing  September  5, 1774 ;  and  May  10,  1775 ;  at  Balti- 
more, Md.,  Dec.  20,1776;  at  Philadelphia,  Pen n.,  March  4,1777; 
at  Lancaster,  Penn.,  September  27,  1777;  at  York,  Penn.,  Septem- 
ber 30.  1777;  at  Philadelphia,  Penn.,  July  2,  177S;  at  Princeton, 
N.  J.,  June  30,  1783;  at  Annapolis,  Md.,  November  26.  1783;  at 
Trenton.  N.  J.,  November  1,  1784;  and  at  New-York  City,  Janu- 
ary 11,  1.785. 

On  the  4th  of  March,  1789,  the  present  Constitution,  wkich  had 
been  adopted  by  a  convention  and  ratified  by  the  requisite  num- 
ber of  States,  went  into  operation.

The  privilege  of  becoming  members  of  the  Union  by  ratitying 
the  Constitution  was  confined  to  those  States  that  were  parties  to 
the  confederation  by  which  the  Constitution  had  been  framed. 
The  Constitution  was  adopted  by  the  Convention,  September  17, 

1787.  It  required  that  nine  States  should  ratify  it  before  its  pro- 
visions could  go  into  effect.     Congress,  on  the  13th  of  September, 

1788,  determined  that  as  a  sufficient  number  of  States  had  ratified  | 
it— eleven  having  done  so— it  should  become  operative  on  the 
first  Wednesday  (the  4th)  of  March,  1789.  North-Carolina  and 
Rhode-Island  had  not  yet  sanctioned  it;  but  as  60on  as  they 
acceded  to  its  provisions,  they  were  admitted  to  its  privileges.

CONGRESS. 

The  Congress  of  the  U.  S.  consists  of  a  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives,  and  must  assemble  once  every  year,  on  the  first 
Monday  of  December,  unless  otherwise  provided  by  law. 

Senate.  The  Senate  is  composed  of  two  members  from  each 
State.  They  are  chosen  by  the  Legislatures  of  the  several  States, 
for  the  term  of  six  years,  one  third  being  elected  biennially.  The 
Vice-President  of  the  U.  S.  is  President  of  the  Senate,  in  which 
body  he  has  only  a  casting  vote,  which  is  given  in  case  of  an  equal 
division  of  the  votes  of  the  Senators.  In  his  absence,  a  President 
pro  tempore  is  chosen  from  among  the  Senators  by  the  Senate.
